by the proper c:irc and use of cooked and 
uncooked food. 
The proat consideration is 


cleanliness. The ice chest .and cellar shouju 
be cleaned thoroughly once a week. Jars in 
which bread is kupt must.be scalded, wash- 
ed and dried thoroughly at least .twice a 
week. 
Cooked food that is placed .in' ice 
chest or cellar should.be kept-'perfectly 
cool; if not, it absorbs an unpleasant flavor 
from the close ntmuspiicre.
